The County Water Agency will be asked 
to be a negotiator to settle' a knotty water 
question involving several county water 
districts on the South Coast and the Lake 
Cachuma recreation area 
Only a small amount of water is 
involved, some 300 acre feet (an acre foot 
of water is an amount one foot in depth 
over an acre i. 


Rut water rationing seems imminent in 
some South Coast areas this year due to a 
combination of drought conditions and 
continued major residential and other 
developments. And every acre foot of 
water is being counted by Goleta County 
Water District officials now seeking to 
avert a shortage by drilling wells. 
The 300-acre foot consumption figure is 


attributed to the continued operation of the 
Cachuma park, its concessions, and the 
park area including a church and Bov Scout 
camp 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District has agreed to make this amount 
available to the recreation sources this 
year, but not in following years 
South Coast water districts — at least 
several of them — object to having the 300- 
acre feet come off their quotas, which are 
being lowered this year due to a new safe- 
yield figure placed on Cachuma Reservoir 
by the Bureau of Reclamation

Wheat export subsidy eliminated 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The Agriculture Department 
abruptly eliminated its wheat export subsidy Friday, 
pushing export prices up about 50 per cent higher than when 
Russia made its massive purchase 
A spokesman said the export payment was dropped 
because “ in our judgment, the subsidy is not needed to 
increase sales at this point." 
The export payment rate on Hard Red Winter wheat had 
climbed as high as 47 cents per bushel during the Soviet 
sales. But it had been reduced in stages recently, dropping 
to 19 cents for Thursday and 14 cents for the 24 hours ending 
at 3:30 p m EDT Friday. 


Consumer prices slower 


WASHINGTON i UPI i —The administration, looking for 
some encouraging election season economic news, was told 
Friday that consumer prices slowed their increase in 
August while workers' take home pay jumped to near 
record levels. The cost of living, as measured by the Labor 
Department's consumer price index, rose 0.2 per cent last 
month, down from the 0 4 per cent in July. 
Meat prices, the stickiest problem for the administra­ 
tion s anti-inflation campaign, continued to rise in August 
but not as fast as in June and julv. The index was also 
pushed up by higher prices for gasoline, household services 
and restaurant meals 


Pope wants divorce law repealed 


VATICAN CITY I UPI i-Pope Paul VI asked Italy Friday 
to set an example to the world by doing away with its 21- 
month old divorce law 
The Pope made the appeal in an address to Italian 
President Giovanni Leone, on a state visit to the Vatican. 
Political observers said they thought this was the opening 
shot in an all-out offensive*by opponents of divorce, who 
now control a majority in the Italian parliament. 
The Pope refrained from using the word “ divorce in a 
carefully worded address to Leone, but both Italian and 
Vatican sources said his reference to postwar Italy’s most 
serious church-state dispute was unmistakable 


Libyan troops in Uganda 


By United Press International 
At least 400 Libyan troops equipped with sophisticated 
Soviet and Chinese* weapons arrived in Uganda Fridav and 
were met at the airport bv Ugandan President Idi Amin, 
radio reports in Kenya and Tanzania said 
The reports followed another Ugandan bombing raid on a 
Tanzanian town which pushed the two East African 
countries closer to the brink of war. 
Ugandan President Idi Amin warned his forces will strike 
Tanzania harder if fighting continued. 
Although a Ugandan military spokesman said Tuesday an 
invasion force from Tanzania Sunday had been “ completely 
routed. Amin disclosed Friday that fighting continued in a 
remote area of southwestern Uganda near the border 
village of Mutukula 


Energy 'squeeze' coming 


WASHINGTON <UPI i —An inter-agency government 
study has concluded that if an energy “ squeeze" is to be 
avoided in coming years, the American public may have to 
learn to get along with smaller cars, less flexible freight 
delivery and less short-haul airline service. 
The study was supervised by the Office of Emergency 
Preparedness and drew on resources of agencies ranging 
from the Interior Department to the Office of Consumer 
Affairs. 
In a major conclusion it says that the efficiency of energy 
use could be greatly improved almost at once by broad 
public cooperation in the installation of better home 
insulation and more efficient air conditioners. 


British soldier killed in Belfast 


BELFAST (UPI * — Gunmen killed one British soldier 
and wounded a second in a machinegun ambush on the Irish 
Republic border Friday. Police found the body of a man 
stabbed to death in a favorite Belfast dumping ground for 
the thrill killers of Ulster 
The latest deaths brought to 574 the number of victims 
killed in more than three years of violence in Northern 
Ireland 
Police believe at least 53, including both 
Protestants and Roman Catholics, were murdered by the 
“ killers for kicks." 


Foreign military aid bill cut 


WASHINGTON (U P I» —Plodding toward a showdown on 
another antiwar amendment next week, the Senate voted 
tentatively Friday to cut $100 million from a $1 55 billion 
foreign military aid bill 
Only a few members were on hand for the voice vote 
approving the amendment by Sen J William Fulbright, D- 
Ark . to reduce authorized levels of direct military assis­ 
tance grants to foreign governments from $500 million to 
$400 million 
The administration says the overall military assistance fi­ 
gure already is too small, and the Friday action could be 
reversed President Nixon asked for a $2 25 billion military 
aid authorization, and the House approved a $213 billion bill

Americans abroad — 1 


MOSCOW — It you happen 
to be in the Ukraine, you 
should not fail to visit the 
city of Donetsk, a clean and 
orderly coal mining center. 
In the center of Donetsk, 
occupying a couple of acres 
of space in an indoor track 
gym, 
are 
25 
young 
Americans, aged in their 
very 
early 
twenties. 
Beginning at ten in the 
morning, 
and ending at 
eight in the evening, the 
Americans are on duty. Two 
hours on, one hour off When 
they are on duty, they are 
talking 
to 
the 
10.000 
Russians per day who pass 
through the United States 
Information 
Agency’s 
current 
exhibit, 
called 
“ Research 
and 
Development U.S.A ” They 
are called “ guides,” and 
they have in common their 
incredible mastery of the 
Russian language, and their 
extraordinary charm. 
A few of them came by 
Russian at their Russian 
mothers' 
knees, mothers 
who had emigrated from 
their homeland But most 
got 
their 
Russian 
from 
American college courses, 
supplemented by study in 
the Soviet Union. All of 
them applied for work as 
guides, a grueling three- 
month exposure of five or 
six hour s daily discourse 
with 
Russian 
peasants, 
bureaucrats, artisians, and 
intellectuals who file by the 
exhibit ogling at the Pinto 
sportscar, squinting at the 
oscilloscopes, running their 
fingers over the Apollo 10 
capsule that cirlced the 
moon 30 times, thumbing 
through the volumes in the 
technical library, chortling 
at the scientific trompe 
l’oeil that has you reaching 
to pick up an exposed coin 
which under the benevolent 
protection of trick mirrors 
evanesces from your grasp 
— it is all too much, and the 
conversation tumbles from 
Russian mouths as if they 
had been taking vodka all 
day long 
What do they say? There 
is very little that doesn t get 
said, in the course of a four- 
week exhibit Probably the 
conversational favorite has 
to do with the automobiles 
which, in Russia as almost 
everywhere else among the 
emerging nations, are the 
distillate 
of 
Everyman’s 
fantasy. “ How much does it 
cost?” 1 heard a young 


Russian 
ask, 
a 
little 
breathlessly. 
Twenty-five 
hundred rubles, the co-ed 
smiles prettily. You leave 
the Russian dumbstruck, 
because he has to pay seven 
thousand 
rubles 
for 
an 
automobile which could only 
be described as a 
1953 
Chevrolet manque. And he 
can only get it by waiting 
for seven years, that being 
the waiting time, in Russia, 
for automobiles, breakfast, 
telephone calls, and just 
about 
everything 
except 
intercontinental 
ballistic 
missiles. 


Soviet officials put up with 
the annual U.S. exhibits, the 
most renowned of which 
provided the backdrop for 
the kitchen-debate between 
Nikita 
Kruschchev 
and 
Richard Nixon in 1959, only 
because 
it 
is 
their 
obligation, 
under 
the 
cu ltu ra l 
exchange 
agreement 
which 
is 
renewed every couple of 
years, to put up with them 
That agreement gives the 
Soviet 
Union 
identical 
privileges 
to 
mount 
its 
exhibits in the United States 
and 
also 
grants 
the 
Communists (and this is 
what they primarily want» 
the right to send a few dozen 
students every year to the 
United States, to mooch on 
U.S. technology. 
The 
hospitality of the 
Soviet hosts is to say the 
least erratic 
It reflects, 
however 
unsteadily, 
the 
temperature 
of 
official 
Soviet policy towards the 
United 
States 
That 
temperature ranges from 
below freezing to just above 
freezing, 
and 
of course 
there 
are 
Soviet 
meteorologists who stake 
out their careers, not to say 
their lives, on forecasting 
the 
temprature, 
and 
suggesting 
appropriate 
dress. The U.S. exhibitors 
quite 
n atu rally 
do 
everything in their power to 
advertise their presence. 
But in Russia there is no 
advertising 
space 
in 
newspapers, or radio, or 
television 
Therefore they 
rely on such posters as the 
host city will agree to 
display, and on the notices 
given in the local prss. 
At the afternoon opening 
in Donetsk on Thursday 
(September 14) of last week 
American 
officials 
were 
tremendously heartened by 
the splendid diplomatic and 


municipal 
representation, 
by the movie and television 
cameras, 
and the three 
newspaper 
reporters 
scribbling away on their 
pads 
like 
court 
steonographers 
catching 
every 
word 
of 
the 
dignitaries’ speech 
Their 
combined efforts resulted in 
the following story in one of 
Friday’s newspapers: 


“ Yesterday 
in 
the 
Donetsk Park of Culture and 
Recreation, 
named 
after 
Sherkob, 
the 
exhibition 
Research and Development 
in the U.S.A ' opened ”

What makes Duane not run? 


By JOAN RYAN 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - “ Duuuaaane!” That is the 
cry from the San Diego Chargers as football-crazed 
Americans settle down in front of the tube for yet another 
National Football League season. And it is the most piti­ 
ful cry since child movie actor Brandon de Wilde twisted 
up his cherubic face and sprinted down the trail after 
Alan Ladd, yelling, “ Shaaane! Come back, Shane!” 
Duane Thomas, the enigmatic all-pro running back of 
the Dallas Cowboys, was dealt to the Chargers over the 
summer in a no-refund, all-sales-final trade. In Dallas 
they could relax because now the problem of breaking 
Thomas to the bit fell into the hands of the new San 
Diego coach Harland Svare. 
Football’s inner circle and the sporting press have been 
busy for two years trying to figure out what makes Duane 
not want to run. 
But if one studies this sports page scenario more care­ 
fully he will see that Thomas is just part of a bigger 
drama. He is, in his own laconic way, spokesman for a 
new breed. This, it seems to me, is the era of the rebel 
athlete. 
Furthermore, I think if you look closely at TV this fall 
you can see it. The happy locks hanging out from under 
the helmets. The “ soul siaus” that both black and white 
players exchange in moments of success. The casual airs 
the younger players affect in pre-game interviews. 


Football players today don’t consider themselves part 
of the U.S. Army,” Steve Kiner told me. “ They consider 
themselves artists. There had better be a good reason for 
bedchecks, curfews, no-sex edicts and rules against long 
hair. But there aren’t any good reasons for these rules.” 


Kiner, 25, is the former University of Tennessee All- 
America linebacker, who in three years has flubbed trials 
with the Dallas Cowboys, the New England Patriots, 
Miami Dolphins and Washington Redskins. Kiner forth­ 
rightly admits he had a drug problem. He also is close 
to Thomas. They were roommates at Dallas. 
“ I love football,” Kiner says. “ So does Thomas. He 
wants to play but can’t take the hassles. There are a lot 
of players in the NFL who feel the way we do. I do not 
think Duane will play the way he really can play until he 
finds some coach who relates to him.” 
Coming off the college campus today is an athlete 
who resembles the football player of 20 years ago in 
physique only, and even then today’s jock tends to be 
larger and quicker. 
He is also smarter. He has taken part in social protest. 
He is an activist. He avoids the football hero role and 
these kids today don’t accept many jock heroes, anyway. 
After four years on the campus our modern athlete is well 
schooled on how to thumb his nose at the “ establishment.” 
And he can sense — or thinks he can sense — hypocrisy 
and avarice like a shark smells blood. He is not about to 
be used, or “ ripped-off,” to use a with-it phrase. 
Now. on the other side we have your establishment. 
The team owner who lives to be a “ winner.” The coach 
who thinks discipline is a shave and a haircut The NFL 
commissioner Pete Rozelle, who, in a rare burst of can­ 
dor. told a sports editor I know, “ I recognize that today’s 
athlete is different but there is one common denominator. 
Money.” 
Well, yes and no. Thomas’ problems with Dallas 
began, according to Kiner, because Duane thought he 
was being ripped off financially. Duane said the Cow­ 
boys reneged on promises. In this sense you can say that 
Thomas does have a price for conformity, as Rozelle 
intimates. 
Eventually the whole thing for Thomas got to be a

“ hassle.” another mod term which, translated, means 
roughly that somebody is fooling around with your prin­ 
ciples. Whereas the football player of yesteryear seemed 
to get by on blind faith that the coach was infallible, 
today’s player will have his dignity to go with his fat 
contract. 


Well, it seems to me that pretty soon we’re going to 
have a showdown here between the rebels and the old- 
liners, the owners and the coaches. Who will prevail? 
Nobody, if the coaches refuse to relate, as Thomas’ pos­ 
ture suggests, and if the rebels continue to ignore the 
fact that athletic fulfillment in the team game of foot­ 
ball somehow transcends a few basic "hassles.” 


Let’s get the confrontation behind us and let’s get on 
with football ‘ Duuuaaane!”

As an example of the 
impact of “ Goldfinger," it 
earned a 73 share of the 
audience in New York in its 
final half hour Earlier in 
the evening, in both New 
York and Los Angeles, it 
gave CBS-TV s Dick Van 
Dyke Show and “ Mannix“ 
private eye series perhaps 
the worst shellacking they 
have ever had During the 
summer. 
“ Mannix" 
was 
actually the No 
1 ranked 
show “ Columbo," on NBC- 
TV, did pretty well against 
“ Goldfinger " 
E v e n 
before 
the 
“ Goldfinger 
airing, ABC- 
TV, obviously know ing what 
a smash video attraction it 
would be. announced that it 
has landed six more Bond 
films and will start showing 
them two seasons from now

Although ratings of the 
new series this early in the 
season are not necessarily 
in d ic a tiv e 
of

popularity 
status—partly 
because of the big movies 
launched against them as 
the networks try to start 
fast-there nonetheless may 
be some clues in the debut 
statistics

premiere of Bill Cosby’s

solid,

not 
spectacular, rating debut in 
Los Angeles 
Normally, some ratings 
observers would say Los 
Angeles, 
with 
a 
heavy 
population from the nation s 
midsection, southwest and 
so forth, would probably be 
a better indicator of the 
national ratings than New 
York 
and 
its 
particular 
population 
makeup 
But 
with the current growth ot 
urban 
centers, 
and 
the 
common 
problems 
they 
share, 
this 
heartland-vs - 
New 
Y o r k 
t h i n k i n g 
undoubtedly 
is 
being 
modified. 


Nevertheless, a study of 
the 
New 
York 
vs 
Los 
Angeles 
ratings 
over 
a 
period of time does indicate 
some urban centers 
are 
different 
from others in 
video tastes New York, for 
instance, seems to prefer 
more abrasive, hardhitting, 
big-tow n-oriented 
shows, 
and is pretty rough on cute 
programs with goodvgoody 
characters 
Miss 
Andrews, 
as one 
case, is not really all that 
cute 
or 
e n tire ly 
a 
sweetness-and-light 
performer, but neither is 
she abrasive and full of 
wisecracks in a big town 
way on her video show 
CBS-TV s Sandy Duncan 
situation 
comedy 
series, 
which 
resumed 
last 
weekend 
following 
her 
recuperation from surgery, 
is a more definite case Her 
stock in trade is cuteness In 
Los Angeles, she scored 
with 
a 
strong 
premiere 
rating 
In New York, her 
show was clobbered badly 
Another 
weekend 
case 
was the season premiere of 


NBCTV s 
a 11 
Disney 
Hour, 
which offered 
the 
first 
half 
of 
a 
twopart 
showing of the movie “ The 
Computer 
Wore 
Tennis 
Shoes " In Los Angeles, it 
was a big ratings winner In 
New York, it did rather 
poorly. 
Still 
another 
weekend 
example was NBC«TV's new 
situation 
comedy.

Little People, 
with Brian 
Keith as a pediatrician in 
Hawaii 
The 
rating 
was 
quite good in Los Angeles, 
and not so great in New 
York 


Then take this reverse 
situation CBS T\ last week 
offered 
a 
new 
situation 
comedy. “ Maude 
about a 
sharptongued 
woma n 
married for the fourth time 
It did pretty well in New 
York, not so well in Los 
Angeles 
In fact, a dumb, 
cute new situation comedy 
set in a hospital, ABC TV's 
“ Temperatures 
Rising, 
actually 
beat 
it 
in 
Los 
Angeles 
But 
New 
York 
turned thumbs down on this 
show s premiere 
On 
the other hand, a 
lovely debut of CBS-TV s 
“ The 
Waltons 
series 
about 
an 
affectionate 
mountain family in the 1930s 
depression, did poorly in 
New 
York against 
NBC 
TV’s Flip W ilson but better 
in 
Los 
Angeles, 
though 
Wilson was still the big 
winner 
CBS-TVs 
“ All 
in 
the 
Family” started right off 
again with hot ratings, and 
gave a strong leadin to a 
new 
situation 
comedy. 
“ Bridget 
Loves 
Bernie, 
about a middle-class Jewish 
boy and 
a girl from a 
wealthy 
Irish 
Catholic 
family who get married 
This new show did very well 
in both New York and Los 
Angeles So did “ ABC-TV’s 
The Rookies.“ about three 
humane young policemen, 
but it may have problems 
because it airs the same

fore will be seen at different 
times around the country

QUANG DIEN, Vietnam— 
i NEAl—As rural existence 
goes in this country, Le Thi 
Thien had it fairly good She 
was the wife of a hamlet 
chief, had f i v e relatively 
healthy children, was shel­ 
tered in a snug home, never 
wanted for food and enjoyed 
the blissful comforts of ig­ 
norance common to middle- 
ground peasants in this war 
Now all that’s ended 
Now she’s a refugee 
The drop in fortune started 
a few years ago for Mrs 
Thien, When her husband, a 
respected leader of a tiny 
hamlet near Vietnam’s De­ 
militarized Z o n e ( Dong 
Duong). 
w as conscripted 
into the South Vietnamese 
army. He marched off one 
day and never returned She 
heard he was killed in a 
b a t t l e somewhere Pouf 
Blown away There wasn’t 
enough of him left, officials 
said, to bring home to bury 
The disaster forced Mrs. 
Thien to fend for herself and 
her children It wasn't easy 
It never is for war widows 
here She wa? promised gov­ 
ernment a s s i s t a n c e to 
smooth the way a bit, but 
never got it So she hired 
herself out for servant work 
She tried selling roadside 
pineapples to troop convoys 
She took in washing 
One day her No 2 son be­ 
came ill She had no money 
to get professional help, so 
she turned to one of the tour­ 
ing shamans that proliferate 
here The quack gave the 
boy an injection in tfie leg 
A few days l a t e r the leg 
stopped growing 
Now the 
lad is a cripple, on crutches, 
another burden for his agon­ 
ized mothei 
Down, down, down. 
All 
bad happened*" Mrs Thien 
says The home deteriorated 
The clothes did, too 
The 
larder emptied 


Then recently, the woman 
hit bottom 
Last month, during the 
early stages of North 'Tet- 
nam's offensive across the 


DMZ, Mrs Thien woke up to 
hear a terrible bombardment 
of mortars not far from her 
hut 
She looked out to see 
the night sky blinking with 
explosions The war was at 
her doorstep 
She dressed her kids Hur­ 
riedly stuffed a few belong­ 
ings into wicker bags And 
joined thousands of others 
in a flight to safety 
Today, Mrs Thien and her 
children are living on a slab 
of cement in this tiny village 
north of Hue So are dozens 
of others 
Pitiful 
sight 
Pieces of 


canvas have been strung up 
to keep the rain off Children 
lie about sleeping in soiled 
pants Flies swarm around 
the dung piles next to the 
cooking pots Someone has 
vomited and the pack dogs 
are feasting An old woman 
is curled into a fetal posi­ 
tion with stomach cramps 
A man is picking the fleas 
out of his wife's h a i r A 
chicken with a broken leg 
pecks at the ground A worn 
an stands up. hikes her pant 
leg. and with miserable un 
concern urinates on a stone 
It is terribly hot 
Mrs Thien wears a com 
cal hat. 
Her teeth are black from 
chewing betel nut Her hair­ 
line is retreating There are 
scabs and scales on her 
cheeks She is 45. but old 
“ Look. ” she says, using 
the only English word she 
knows. She lifts her crippled 
son up for observation 
He 
is 12 years old, yet less than 
3 feet tall and so light he 
can be hoisted like a paper 
box “ Look " She takes his 
p a n t s down to show his 
shriveled leg 
It is discol 
ored, thin as an arrow and 
it wobbles. 
L o o k " She 
shakes the leg and the knee 
and ankle wiggle in an ob­ 
scene dance 
The boy does not protest 
He floats there, in the wom­ 
an's hands, like a puppet 
Then, a l m o s t by reflex, 
though he has not been in­ 
structed, he holds out his 
hand and spreads five sticky 
fingers 
Begging for money 
“ You give?" 
The begging, actually, is 
not p r e c i s e I y necessary. 
Though past refugees here 
have been largely ignored by 


their nation and their world, 
some help has been given 
the latest batch 
Students 
from Hue University have 
assisted thousands of the 
s p r i n g offensive victims. 
Northern legislators ha \ c 
been unified in their call for 
government aid 
Thus the 
wretched thousands continue 
to survive. 


But what a survival. Mrs 
Thien has a huge bump on 
her leg from a snakebite 
Her youngest daughter can­ 
not sleep at night A soldier 
s t ol e one of the family’s 
bags of belongings. And then 
there is tomorrow 
Tomor­ 
row Mrs Thien is afraid of 
tomorrow 


“ Cai gi se xay ra oho toi°"
